Washikotok, Fob. IS.—Mr. Wilson, of 
Weat Virginia, the ohalrman of tho houio 
committee on ways and means, reported to 
the house to-day tho bill agreed upon at the 
roeotiog of the oommittoe on Saturday last, 
authorizing the Proaidont to Def^otiate with 
Great Britain, Russia and Jikpan for the 
appointment of a jointoommiesion to investi- 
gate the present condition of the far seals 
in Bebring Sea, and further authorizing the 
President to oonolude a mudua vivondi with 
the foregoini; governnionts for die prcaorvn- 
tiou of the animala. Tho bill was drawn at 
tho treasury dopartniont, and us reported 
to day oaiTries a cluuao which provides 
in elfeot that if tho modus vivendi 
referred to above bo not concluded and the 
regulations under it uro not eH'colual in ths 
judgment of tho rreaident for preserving 
cho herds and it bo not put into operation 
for this year's sealing aoason, then tho Sec- 
retary of tho Treasury ia autborizsd to kill 
every for seal, male and female, on the 
Pribyloffislanda. 

Ttie report aooompanyin/; the bill was 
written by Mr. Wilson. It reviews the 
circumstances whioh led to the appointment 
of the Paris tribunal of atbitratiOD, and 
shows that the regaiationa adopted by the 
tribunal forbade soaliog on the Ameriujkn 
side of the Korth Paoiflo ocean and 
Uebrlog Sea during tho months of 
Ma7, Jnne and' July, and further 
prohibited the talcing of Beats at any 
time within a zone of fifty miles around the 
PribylofF islands. It stiows that under the 
new regulations, during tho aeaaon just 
paseod, there are known to have been killed 
un tho American side of tho North Puoilic 
ocean in liohrlng aoa r)5,GSG aoala, a larger 
number than were over before talion by 
peiaglo sealers from tho American aide. In- 
corporated in tho report are tables giving the 
total pelagic catch of seals in tho North 
Pacific ocean and Ijchring sea from the 
American to tho Ablatio shores for tho 
years 1890 to 189-1 inclusive. In 180O tho 
catch was 51,814, it inoreased to 09,788 in 
1891, to 7.S,394 In 1802, to 109,000 in 1893, 
and to 124,000 in the last season. 

Of the oatoh for the foregoing fivo years 
it is known that tho following were taken 
from the so-oalled American herd : In 1890, 
40,809; in 1891, 45,941; in 1892, 47,4(12; 
in 1893, 28,013, and in 1894, 55,080. Turn- 
ing to the seals killed in the iPribylofT ia- 
landa under the leaso of tho U, S. govern- 
ment to the North American Commercial 
Company, dated Maroh 12, 181)0, the re- 
port continues : " We Qnd an alarming de, 
crease year by year in the number which 
have been killed." 

The report then ahowa that from the 
years 1886 to 1889, inolaaive, the oatoh 
averaged aboali 103,000 aeala yearly, it 
dropped to 25,701 in 1890 and to 14,406 in 
1891, which ia about 600 iesa than the catch 
for the last year. " We thus witnees," 
the report adds, " a steady IncroaBo in 
the nnmber of tho American herd of seals 
killed at sea year after year, accompanied 
by a steady decrease in tho number taken on 
the PribyloCT islands, until the climax is 
roaohed in the season just expired, when 
more than 55,000 were killed at aea, as 
against 15,000 on tho islands. When 
it ia further oonaldored that at 
least three-fourths of the aea catch 
wore females heavy with young, and that 
probably half as many more were killed but 
lost, while all of the island catch were care- 
fully Belooted nialoB, aomo conception may 
be had of tho diaaatroua result of pelagic 
Boaliny. " 

Tho report conoludeo with tho fluggeation 
that the plain dictatea of mercy and human- 
itarianiam prescribe that thia unconsoion- 
able slaughter of females, with pupa unborn 
or left to die of starvation, be forever pro- 
hibited, if not by amicable Interoatlonal ad- 
justment then by a morolfnl speedy exter- 
mination. 

The plan which tho committee agreed 
upon was recommended by Aaslstant Secre- 
tary Hamlin, of the Treasury dopartment, 
who visited tho Alaskan waters last 
year and looked into the seal inter- 
ests there, and by Chairman Wilson. Eiob 
government that deoidea to beoome a 
party to the agreement will be invited 
to designate three oommlaaioneri, and to 
arrange that the oommiaaion aball begin its 
work without delay. There has been much 
dlecusaion in the committee on the propriety 
of reopening tho eeal question, in view of the 
regulations adopted as a result of the find- 
ings of tho Paris tribunal, and tho (lucstion 
was admitted to bo ono which alTorded 
grounda for a dilloronce of opinion. Tho 
members wore unanimously of the opinion 
that tho regulations hud fallen 
nhort of acoompliahing their purpose, 
and iij waa contended that great 
IJritain could have no reason for dioaatia 
faction if ropreaontationa are made to her 
that tho speedy e.xtormlnation of tho aoal 
hard ia inevitable unless further moaaures 
of protection shall be adopted, and if eho ia 
invited tooo-operate with the other govern- 
ments which are interested in the seal in- 
|uiry. 

Tlio commiaaion takes tho view that rulca 
should bo adopted to poveru aunl lishirig in 
all the northern waters, thoao under tho 
juriadictlon of Ruasia and Japan, as well us 
those of Great Britain and the United 
Slates, The oslablishmont of the prosonb 
aixty-milo limit is held to be entirely in 
oulfioient for protootion, The proposal made 
by Representative Dingley, that the United 
States should proceed to kill the aoala if 
the other powers deoline to take steps for 
additional restriotions, seemed at firsb a 
rather startling -one, bot after considera- 
tion the oommiaaion was brought to its 
aupport, and holds that thia govcromont 
has power to do whatever it thinks 
best with the seals in its territory and in 
the waters under its juriidiotion. Whether 
tho senate will take the same view of the 
question involved in this new plan is a sub- 
ject cf debate, for Senator Morgan has 
argued that the work of the Paris tribunal 
WRB entirely efToctivo.

HOME RULE. 

Joseph Cbamberlnln's Ifotlou 'of Censure on 
the Uoverumont Bejected. 

London, Feb. 18.— The House of Com- 
mons this evening rejected by a vote of 297 
to 283 Rt. Hon, Joseph Chamberlain's 
amendment, declaring it to be against the 
pnblic interest tliat the time of the Honie 
be wasted upon bllli which the'roinistry ad- 
mitted would nob pais ; when measures In- 
volving grave oonatltutiooal changes, which 
should bo conaiderod without delay, had 
been anuounced. 

Sir William Haroourt, chancellor of the 
exchequer, who looked after the 
government's interest in tho debate 
prcoedisg the division on Mr. 
Uhamborlatn'a motion, referred to tho 
Conaorvativo demand, last voiced by Lord 
Salisbury on Saturday, that the govern- 
ment appeal to tho country on tho Homo 
Rule isBuo alone. There never had been, ho 
deolftrod, and there never would bo a general 
election with a ainclo iasuo. The miuiatry 
regard Ihomoelvea as absolutely bound uuiil 
condonmod by tho Houao of Commouu, to 
prneecute tho policy which they had been 
delrpatod to carry out. Arthur Balfour, 
tho Uniociat leader, replied. After tho divl 
sion Sir William moved the oloanro of the 
ilcbate on tho address. The motion wua 
carried by a vote of 279 to 271, and the ad- 
dress was agreed to. 

PaiSOSEES AT WEI HAI WEI. 

Missionaries Charge the Japanese With Firing 
on a Defenceless Town. 

London, Feb, IS.— The Central News 
correspondent in Chefoo says : " The for- 
eigners who were taken prisonora in Wei- 
Hai-Wei, with tho oiception of Howe, have 
arrived ■lore, Tho steamship Kangohi 
brought tho bodies of tho Chineae 
naval ofricors who committed auicido. The 
Japaneso Euluted tho Kangchi, bidding a 
solemn and reverent farowol! to Admiral 
Ting's body. Tho Chineso wore greatly 
improBsed, The Japanoto will not como to 
Cboe Foo. Junka brought tho Chineae 
Boldiera froni Wei Hai Wei to thia port.' 

The Timea corrcBpondent in Shanghai 
telegraphs: "Tho American mieaionaries 
contirm the report that Ting Chow was 
defenseless when tho Japanese Hred on the 
town. They declare that the Japanese gave 
no notice of the bombardment, and the 
Chinese did not reply to the fire. The 
camp is some distance from the city."

OzTAWA, Feb. 18.— Although no official 
announcement of the dissolution of parlia- 
ment will be made until next week, tho 
opinion strongly prevails that a dissolution 
ia bound to oomo. An extra ipurt will bo 
put on the voters' liata at tho printing 
bureau. All bands are to be to work on 
them to-morrow, and there is a possibility 
they may be ready early in April. 

As regards tho hearing of tho appeal in 
tho Mani oba sohool case in well informed 
circles tho impression prevails that tho gov- 
ernment will undoubtedly propose remedial 
legislation in some shape or other. The 
judicial committee's decision loaves no other 
alternative. The judgment is specifio on 
thia point. The legislation repealed by the 
Greenway aot need not be re-enaoted, bat 
the Catholios will secure some equivalent.

Authorizing the Corporation of tho City 
of Victbria to Borrow tho Sum of 
§120,000 in Anticipation of tho Re- 
cei))t of its Revenue for tbo Year 
1805. 

WiiKUEAB by virluo ot tho Municipal Act, 
1892, and AmondlnR Actp, nvory mnnioipality 
may under tho conditlonH c jutalncd therein, 
borrow from any person auch sum ot money 
not oxcoodlcK, howovor, an amount equal to 
Boventy-flvo per cent, of tho amount oC taxea 
colloctod during tho previous year (18W) of tho 
sum that was levied that year by a general 
rate upon land, Improvomenta or real prop- 
erty In tho municipality, and bearing auch rato 
of intoroat aa may bo rcquisito, to meet tha 
curroQt legal oxpondituro of tho Corporation 
which bocomea payable out ot tho annual 
revenue before tho rovonuo for the year bo> 
cornea payable by tho tax payers; 

And wiikueas sovonty-flvo per cent, of tha 
amount of taxes upon land, Improvouionts or

And wmcnEAH to meet tho current legal ox 
pendlturo cf the Corporation of tho City o 
Viotoria for tho year 180"), payable out of tho 
annual revenue, before auoh revenue for euch 
year becomea payable by the tax payers, it ia 
requisite) for tho said Corporation tq borrow 
tho sum ot $120,000; 

Therefore: tho Municipal ConnoU of the 

Corporation of the City of Viotoria onacta aa 
followa : 

Soo. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Corporation 
ottheOltjrot Viotoria by the Mayor and the 
Finance Committee thereof, to borrow upon 
tho orodlt ot the eald Corporation from anjr 
person or persona. Arm or flrma, corporation or 
coiporatlons who may bo willing to advance 
tho samo, tho sum of 3I20,tOO, in such amounts 
and at such times aasubjoot as herolnattor pro 
vidcd the same may in the opinion of tho 
Mayor and tho Finance Commilteo of tha 
Council bo required, bearing interest at a 
rato not exceeding five per centum per annum 

Sor. 2, Tho money so borrowed ahall ba ex 
ponded In defraying tho onrront legal oxpcnaca 
of the said Corporation for tho year 1895, and 
shall, together with the interest thereon, bo 
ro-payablo and repaid to the lender or londera 
thereof, on or before the Slat day ot December 
1895, out ot the municipal revenue tor the said 
year. 

Soc. 3, The amount bo borrowed and Interest 
thoreon shall be a liability ot the aald Corpora 
tion payable out ot the muniolpal revenue for 
current year 1895, and. the form ot obllRation to 
bo given aa acknowledgment ot such liability 
shall be a promissory note or notes to tho aald 
londor or londera aa tho sums may bo required 
algnod by tho Mayor and tho FlnanoeCommltteo 
and tho Clerk of tho said Corporation, and 
bearing tho seal of tho said Corporation, all ot 
which notes ahall bo mado payable on or bo 
tore tho 31st Decomhor, 1895, and shall contain 
a clause that tho liability ot the said Corpora 
tion incurred by aald promissory note or notes 
shall be a liability payable out ot the municipal 
rovonuo for the current year 1895, 

Sec. 1. In tho construction of this By-law the 
oxprosalona "Land" and "Improvomenta, 
and " Real Property," shall havo rospootively 
Uio meaning given to them in the Municipal 
Act, 1892, and amendments thereto. 

Soo. 5. This Bylaw may bo citod as tho "An 
nual Loan By-law, 1895."

ALASKA. BOI7NDAB7. 

Dr. Walkem moved : " Wboraas a com- 
misaion haa been appointed by the Pominiou 
governmoDt, aotiuK conjointly with a oom- 
miaaion appointed by the government of tho 
United Statee, fjr the purpoae of delimiting 
the boBodary line between the territory of 
Alaska and that of the Daminlon of Caaado; 
and whcro>iS, owing to tho oontiguity of tho 
territory in dispute, the intorests of tho pro- 
vince ol British Cjluiubia are materially af- 
fected by tho aetllement to bo arrived at ; 
and whereiis tho government of tho pro 
vinco uf British Cjlunibia have in thu 
paBt taken active atepa in bring' 
ing ahout, tho niL-asurca adopted by

Turner reoognized thia as an 
opporrane resolution, as it would be a mat- 
ter of great importanoa to this country to 
have the sonthem boundary of Alaska laid 
out SB defined in the original treaty, instead 
of aooording to the inoorraot version made 
by tlie United States whioh the Dominion 
appears to have adopted. 

Mb. Hunter stated that he h«d called 
the attention of the Dominion government 
te the mlatake in the United Statea veraion 
of the treaty ao long ago as 1877'When Hon. 
Edward BlaUo waa minister of juatice, but 
though that government are fully advised of 
tho matter strange to aay no atepg have 
been taken to correct tho miatake. He 
therefore favored tho reaolubion. 

Hon. Col Baker also spoke in its favor. 

Resolution agreed to. 

CANADA WESTERN RAILWAY, 

Mr Sword moved to add to the bill be- 
fore tho houae : " Seotion 8 of the Canada 
Weatern subsidy act, 1889. ia hereby re- 
pealid, and the following aubatituted there- 
for : 

" 8 The landa acquired by the company 
shall not bo eabjjot CO taxation, unless and 
until tho same aro uaed for other than rail- 
way purposes, or leased, occupied, sold or 
alienated, or until tho lapse of a period of 
fivo yeara after the aame are acquired, 
whichever ahall happen firat ; but alier the 
expiration of such five yeara tho company 
may aolect euoh lands aa they wish to re- 
tain, which shall then be subject to taxa- 
tion, and Buch lands aa they do not wish to 
retain shall bo open to pre emption or pur- 
chase ander as liberal provisions aa the lands 
of tho provlnoe, the company receiving tho 
proceeds of the same ; and the capital stock 
and all property other than the lands afore- 
said shall be exempt trom provincial and 
monioipal taxation until the expiration of 
ten years from tho completion of the rail- 
way, or ten yeara from tho date Qxed by 
statute for such oompletion, whichever may 
first happen," 

The Speaker ruled the amendment out 
of order, coming from a private member, as 
dealing with crown landa and to a certain 
eirent tin interferonoo with the revenue. 

Ml{ Kitchen again moved hia resolution 
forbidding the employment of any Uliintse 
or Japaooeo by tho eompiny in any way. 

The ISi'EA'.cek ruled the motion out of or- 
der aa nu amendment by a private member 
to a govercmenn bill, and interfering with 
the revenue by imposing a tr.x on Chinamen. 

Tho rulirg waH appealed ugiinat by Mr. 
Senilin, and decision on tho appeal was 
postponed while the Speaker prepared a 
written rnling. 

PUBLIC BILLS. 

H(]N. Mr. Davik prebonted a message 
from tho Lieutenant-Governor returning tho 
bill (No. 51) to amend tho conip:iniefi act, 
and auggcsling certain amendments. These, 
it wan explained, uro priueipally to provido 
for removing doubts whioh may have arisen 
through olerloal errors or omiaslooe, and do 
not interfere with the effect of the bill bs 
paaeod. 

Tho amendmentB were considered in com- 
mittee, Mr. Etjcrts in the chair, ana re- 
ported to tho houre. 

The hoiien wont into cnmmitteo on tho 
bill (No. 9,'i -Hon. Col. iUkar) to amend 
the coal miners act. Mi. Kidd in tho chair. 
Rfportcd complete without amendment. 
Hill read a third timu and passed. 

Tho house again went into committee on 
the Dominion lands bill, Mr. Kidd in the 
chair. Reported complete without amend- 
ment ; read a third time and paaaed. 

3IINHUAL ACT. 

The report upon tho minerid net amend- 
ment hill wan t:iken into further considera- 
tion. Thia amendment proposed by Hon. 
Col. Biker waa diacusaed «t length and lost 
on division ; " NotwithstandinK anything 
contained in seotion 24 of the mineral act. 
1891, all persons being the lawful holders nf 
mineral olaima within the said (E 
k N. railway) belt on the said 
thirtieth dny of November, 1893, shall bo 
and are hereby relieved from all forfeitures 
for f siilure to work any nuch olaim between 
that date and the said 16-.h day of October, 
1891, and the year during whioh it is ro- 
([uired by law that work atiould bo dono on 
a olaim ahiU, in tho caao of such claims, bu 
deemed to have commenced to run on tlie 
aald lOrh day of Ootober, 1891 " 

Hon. Coi. Hakkii moved to strike out 
fub-Bootion 'J.'i of aootion .'i and inaerb tho fol- 
lowing : ■' Tho owner of a mineral claim 
shall bo ontitlod to all surface righta, in- 
cluding the uccof all tho timber thereon, for 
mining or building purpoaca, ao long aa he 
holds the said olaim for the purpose of de-

FOOD FOR THOUOHT. 

The logical and thon({htf al apeeoh whioh 
the Hod. Mr. Foster delivered at Stierbrooke 

vrill set intelligent men in all parts of the 
country thinking. If they aik themselvea 
what Britlah free trade means for Canada 
they cannot fail to oomo to conoluaiona 
unf»rorable to the designs and expeotatlons 
of the Liberals. They will see, If trade of 
this kind were eatabliahed in the Dominion, 
that nearly all tho productions of every coun- 
try under the aun would be allowed to enter 
our porta duty free. This freedom of trado 
vronld apply to manufactured goods as well 
as to raw produots. Canadian manafaoturers 
of all kinds woald have to oompeta with 
every manafaatnrlng oonntry under the snn. 
Labor is cheaper, raw manufactures 
are cheaper and the facUltiea of production 
are very much greater in many of the manu- 
faoturing countrioa than they are in Canada. 
Cheap goods of all kinds — more than enough 
to anpply the inhabitants of the whole of 
Canada — would be rushed in from the over- 
stooked markets of those countries and sold 
at tho lowest poaaible prices. Canada would 
be made, as it was made before, under cir- 
cumstances to outsiders far leas favorable, 
their slaughter market. How could the man- 
nfaotnrers of this Dominion resist the flood 
of oheap goods ? They would be undersold 
at their own doors by the foreign producers 
The money that had been invested in moat 
of the native industries would bo unproduc 
tive, and the induatrioa that had been foa 
tered with such oare would languish for a 
time and oiien, if the system were oontinued, 
die ontright. 

This has not taken place in England, It 
moy be said. It has not. But tho reason of 
this is very plain. England, when free trade 
was introduced, wao in a position to aupply 
the world with many classes of manufuotur- 
ed goods. It had a large manufacturing 
popniation and it possessed everything that 
was necessary to enable its manufacturers to 
work with the greatest advantage. To acnd 
maaufaoturod gooda to EnRland waa for a 
long time like Bonding coala to Nowciallo. 
What the manufacturing population wanted 
was cheap food. Free trade gave them 
this, and the plentiful supply of cheap food 
enabled England to produce manufactured 
goods more cheaply than ever. Thia in- 
creaaed her auporiority as a manufacluring 
country. 

British farmers, however, after a time 
found that the unrestrioted oompetition of 
colonists and foreigners in their own market 
pinched them. They made stupendous ef- 
forts to overoomo it and were apparently euc- 
cesaful for a while ; but it haa at laat boon 
found too much for thorn. Farming lius 
ceased to pay in England, and her farmora 
are looking around them for some means to 
better the miserable condition to whioh they 
hi^vQ been brought by free trade, Britlah 
mannfaotuters by strenuous and persevering 
effort havo been able to hold their own, but 
the struggle has been a moat exhausting one 
and there were times when it appeared as if 
they would be beaten In the race by some of 
their energetic and inventive competitors. 

Ent Canadian manufacturers do not pos- 
sess the supremacy that British manufan- 
tutors had attained when free trado was in- 
augurated. Neither havo Canadian f.krmera 
a large and continually increasing manufao- 
tnriag population to feed. British free trade, 
It will be remomberod, will not open a 
aingle new market to them. Every country 
In the world will bo free to flond into their 
country farm produce of all kinda, and they 
will havo merely tho inarkota ihut are now 
open to them. lb must not bo for a moment 
thought that .the oonntriea to whioh Can- 



adians will open their ports will in grati- 
tude or good nvlghborhood open their 
maikata to the prodnoa of Canada. The 
expetieaoe of England has proved that the 
oonntriea 'of which she Is the very best 
customer treat her in matters of trade in the 
meanest and most exacting way. The Am- 
ericans have placed many and vexatious 
restriotioDB on their trade with Groat Britain, 
and we Canadians are not in a position to 
boast of the Uboral manner in which we 
have treated the benb custuuicr we have. 
She admits all our products free. But there 
has boon no apoitaneoua reoiprooity on 
our side. Wo have in our dealings 
with our Mother Country consulted 
only those interests which we considered 
our own. It is not to be supposed, then, if 
Canada adopts British free trade, that neigh- 
boring countriea will follow our example and 
treat us as we treat them. In fact, by estab- 
lishing free trade as the policy for Canada 
we would deprive ourselves of the only ad- 
vantage we have in treating for reciprocity. 
The Yankees would then say to ua, as they 
now in effect say to England, " What's tho 
good of talking about reoiprooity with you? 
Your market la oura already. You have 
nothing more that you can give us. Why 
then should we let you Into our market to 
compete with as ? Things suit us as they 
are ; if they do not suit you, so muoh the 
worse for you. There Is no sentiment in 
trade."

la it not aomowhut aingular that many of 
those who say that they are iu favor of 
Laurier for Premier do nob give him credit 
for sincerity ? When they are asked how is 
it poaaible to oatabliah English free trido in 
thia Dominion they freely admit that it can- 
not be done, but thoy add, " Laurier has iio 
intention to introduce British free trade ; 
he talks about it, but he can do nothing 
more." This admission shows that aome at 
least of those who shout for Laurier and ft-ee 
trade do not believe either In Linrier or 
free trado. Thoy have, perhaps, a grievance 
against tho present Government— generally 
a por.ional one -and thoy intend to oppoeo 
the Government's candidates, no matter 
what the policy of the Opposition may be. 

There is no use in reasonlno; with men 
of this class. Thoy care nothing for the 
welfare of the country and thoy are so ignor 
ant or so blinded by spite and prejudice 
that they do not know that in aapporting 
Laurier they are opposing the trade polioy 
they believe in. It la utterly absurd to 
suppose that Mr. Lanrler after promising 
tho people of Canada, from Capo Breton to 
British Columbia, free trado, will, if he ia 
elevated to power, make no attempt 
to redeem hia promiaea. Such perfidy would 
ruin the reputation and wreck the career of 
the ablest statesman alive. The people of 
Canada would not tolerate such a course of 
deliberate double-dealing, as that which, 
according to theae aupportera of hia, he hap 
entered upon. If ho should prove suocesa 
ful he must tinker the tariff. Ho will have 
to take off some protective duties, and as be 
cannot do without a revenue he mast im' 
pose new duties in their place. If Mr, 
Laurier is saoh a politician as some of his 
supporters represent him to be ho is tho 
last maninthecountrythatany honest elector 
would think of voting for. He muat try 
in some way to redeem the pledges ho ia 
now making here, there and everywhere ; 
and it is certain that while the attempt ia 
being made the business of the country will 
suffer. Instead of trade being then more 
stable than it is now, an era of instability 
and uncertainty will bo inaugurated. Ex- 
periments of one kind and another will be 
made ; the new financiers will try to recon- 
cile the irreoonoilable — to introduce free 
trade while depending upon customs duties 
for a revenue — and it does not take any great 
disoernment to see that there will bo unoor- 
tainty and instability in buaineas as long aa 
the experimenters continue to experiment. 



does not seem to think that tho working 
men of the United States are on the whole 
very much better off than the working men 
of Great Britain, and one class, the miners, 
he declares are " worse off." What he says 
about the condition of the coal miners in 
the United States is interesting and ought 
to be edifying to those who in Seattle and 
elsewhere are so fond of represeutiog tho 
coal miners of British Columbia as working 
for lower wagoa thau those of tho United 
tales. 

To the English interviewer Mr. Burns 
said : 

' My or'r'.m is that the miners aro worao 
off thuu t', J are here as tho ruaiilt of our 
last trt i-uiy yours of organizilion and agita- 
tion. 'J"h«y avorugo loss than a dollar a day 
for thr'o days a week. Tho truck nyetom is 
in full [ jrce, and monopoly overriciea nearly 
all legialalivo oheoka and supervlaion. In 
particular the boasted ownership of their 
own houBOS — this, by the way. Is a point for 
Mr. (Jhamborlain — acta aa a disadvantage 
rather than aa a bonefit. The corporations 
know that when a man Uvea iu hia own 
house ho can be induced to ucoopt a lower 
rate ot wiigo. Moreover, preference is given 
to workmen living in the companies' houses, 
and miners living in other houaos have of ten 
to sell or mortgage them. But lot me soy 
one word more on the foreign unskilled 
laborer. I despair moat of tho Irulian, 
who has fallon fir lower than even 
the Chinese, and tends to drag down tho 
rest of the Lkbor world to his own unhappy 
leveL I may mention that in the coke re- 
gion, known as Connollsviile, Italians, Hun- 
garians and Bohemians are working at ex- 
hausting labor for about .'ia. a day. Tno 
mortality among this class ia horrifyingi 
and throws a ghastly light on municipal 
oorruption. The death-rate in one block i f 
tenement buildings holdirg 5,000 people in 
New York in 1893 was 346 per annum, that 
is to say, sixty-three per 1,000. Such a 
rate is three times greater than that among 
my own feliow-workingmen in BAttoreoa. 
There you oan meaanre the differonco be- 
tween American and English manicipal gov 
ornmenl." 

" Generally, then, Mr. Burns, you would 
say tint men's lives are used up faster and 
more freely under the AmericBtt industrial 
system than in our otvn ? " 

" TJ c questionably . " 

When Mr. Burns came to compare tho 
form of government In the United States 
with that of hia own country ho waa aome- 
what oracular. It ia OTidont that in hia at- 
tempt to forecast the future of tho Great 
Republic be did not consider it expedient to 
say plainly all ho thought. This Is his ut- 
terance on that dlflioult subject : 

A constitutional monarchy haa its limita- 
tions — and a plutooratic Republic, run by 
concentrated impersonal capital, may have 
deeper souroos of evil. But while I am 
more and more a Socialist and opposed to 
monopoly, I ana more and more convinced 
that anarohh, the narrowness of the doctrin- 
aire, and the imprBcttcability of the physic- 
al force man, muBt he combated. Tho day 
of tho agitator is declining, tho day of the 
administrator ia coming. Meantime I wont 
out a cofcmopolitaii ; perhapa I came back 
with a sneaking rfgard for my own ooun- 
try.

BURNS ON TEINOS AMBRIOAN. 

John Burns did not fall in love with re- 
publicanism when he visited tho United 
States. He evidently waa not deeply im- 
pressed by the majesty of the sovereign peo- 
ple. That sovereign in the cities does its 
work very badly. Tho City Council of Chi 
oago did not come up to John's notions of 
official dignity and propriety, and he evi- 
dently did not regard its administration as 
either as pure or as effective as it might be. 
This is what he says of the Chicago City 
Father In an interview with a reporter of 
the Daily Chronicle : 

" Well," said Mr. Burns, "with Mr. 
Benn, my colleague and friend, I paid two 
visits to the Chicago City Council. The 
worshipful couooii was smoking — and spit 
ting — the audience in the galleries was 
smoking— and the clerk held a cigar in his 
hand as he read out the minutes. One mem- 
ber flitly aooused another cf taking $15,0U0 
as a bribe from a corporation, ' The amount 
mentioned is too high,' airily responded tho 
incriminated momber. Tho corruption ia 
Incredible. Streets are swept, pavod, and 
repaired by contract. Municipal office is 
loft to tho lowest and least reputable citi- 
zens. ' Spoils to tho victors ! ' la tho 
universal cry ; and the viotora . in 
munioipal lito aro often woll ad- 
vanced on the road to priaon. Firo 
brigades, police, aauitary and police in- 
spectors aro all more or loaa " Ured out " at 
eleotions. You may imagine what that 
means. London is a billiard table oomparod 
with Now York. The roads and stroots 
there aro full of holes and ruts, dirtj', vilely 
kept. Tho tram lines projoob three or four 
inohes above or below tho street level, and 
at cross roads I have measured holes whore 
tho atones have sunk nino inches or a foot 
deep, Tho sewers are inferior to ours, 
street lavatories ore wanting, and as for the 
desecration of city beauty it is appalling. 
Thick, clumsy telegraph poles are every- 
where, and the overhead railway wrecks 
property, ahuta out light and air, and winds 
round the town like an iron serpent leaving 
a poisoned trail behind it." 

It ia evident that Mr. Burns oponed tho 
eyes of the American workmen to whom ho 
spoko to tho foolishness of muoh of tho 
talk indulged in on this eido of tho Atlantio 
about the " panper labor of Kngland," He

Tho 
third relic, also presented by the last 
named gentleman, ia a copy of the orders 
bearing tho date of May 20, 1865. All 
three form a very interesting souvenir of 
the olden times.

Yestkrday application was made before 
Juaticoa Creaao and Drake by Mr. Belyea, 
on behalf of John Cook, for a mandamus re- 
quiring the police niagialrate to summarily 
trj tho charge againat Cook for keeping a 
gaming house. Mr. Hunter, for Police 
Mugiatrato Macrae, argued that tho police 
niugiatratu had no juriadiotion under the 
auniniary trials noc, for tho reanon that in 
tho section Riving jurisdiction (".Sli f) a dis- 
orderly houBo had to be conatrued exactly

The 
oonrt, however, upheld tho mcglstratu'B 
view that in any event his jurisdioiion was 
diacretionary, and the application for tho 
mandamua was on that ground refused.

This plucky action was porforniod 
under circumstances of great danger, on ac- 
count of rapid ond dangorous undor-our- 
rents and the sea being alive with aharka. 
We understand that this U not Ih? first 
time that Captain French, A S.C., haa dia- 
tinguisbed himself in this manner, having 
asalsted at great personal rUk in saving a 
man from drowninit in the river Plate, 
South America, in 1887. We congratulate 
Captain French on his gallant act, and trust 
and Fool sure that Oovernor Cardew will 
rcprceont the matter to the proper author- 
itioB and he able shortly to present the 
plucky Captain with a wall-earned Hnmane 
Sooioty modal."

Manitoba Sebool Qneation— No Beatiu^ 
About the Bnsh-Laarier's 
Inconsistencies. 

(From tho Mall and Krapiro.) 

On the ocoaaion of tb<9 inauguration of tQe 
new rooiDB of the Young Men's liibeeal A»> 
Booiation at Toronto on tlie 7tb instant, ad' 
dreaeeB were delivered by tho Premier an 
Beveral of hia coUeaguoa, among them Sir 
Charlea Tapper, minister of jmCiico, who 
made a very powerful apeooh, which waa 
received with enthuaiagtic applaase and will 
be generally regarded as at'ipiendid and 
Btateamanlike effort. 

Sir Charlea Hibbert Tupper received an 
ovation, the audience rising w their foat and 
ohoorirg, ond afterwards eiaging " Ho'b 
Jolly Good Follow." When tl\e Miniacor of 
Justice wuo ut lengtii ublo to proceed, ho re 
murkod that ho need not, like tho eilver 
tongucd orator, nek whether thub wai 
Toronto. (Laughter ) Tho cordiality of 
their welcome, niucu to hia delight, ro 
mindoil liim that it waa loronto— (hear 
hoar)— for in no part of tho Dominion of 
Canada, during hia few youra' oxpericnca of 
political life, had ho ever rooeivod r. warme 
or more cordial graoting than in thia city 
and it waa thertforo with all tho more de 
light and gra'.itioalioa that ho h.»(l tha 
night tho diatiiigiiiahtid honor of bi;ini; per 
nuttod to unnouuoo puliho'y from tlun 
form that tho roonia of iho Young Aliin', 
Liberal Conaorvalivo Aaaociatloa woioopm 
(Cheers.) It waa wiUi ploaouro ho aiuiouuc

Ho p lid a glowing 
tribute to the Premier for bringing aljouc 
tho C )lonial Conference — a oonfarenoo which 
ho charaotori/.od aa ono of the moat extra 
ordinary tho world had over aeen, and ono 
which already waa beginning to bear 
good fruit. After roforring briefly to tho 
attacks made by tho Liberal parly 
on the National I'olicy, ho spoke of the 
stand taken by Sir Richard Carttvright 
upon the question.

Tho speaker pointed out in regard to Sir 
Richard Cirtwright that it waa only when 
that gontloman, ua he aaid, apont hia v holu 
iir.e In the riding that tho "stabbing under 
tho fifth rib " began — (laughter) —and thoro- 
foro, ua tho Baying ran, "hinc illao laehry- 
niao." Hia only aalvaliou waa to get away 
from tho Liberal county, go back to 
Kingabon, and keep quiet. (Cheers 
and laughter.) Tho lieform party hold 
a mass mooting in Montreal, and 
another in Toronto, and Sir Richard Cart. 
Wright and Mr. Milla wore left out. To the 
credit of tho Liberal party ho muat uIho aay 
that Mr. John Charlton, tho Miohigander, 
waa left out. (Laughter,) Sir Richard 
Cartwrightand Mr. Liurier, in hia Toronto 
apocch, had alluded tio a certain faob that bo 
(Sir Charlea) oould not afTord to pass by. 
If their statemeuta were founded upon faob 
he would not ask A flingle Liberal Conserva- 
tivo in the olty of tTovonto or eliewhere to 
support) a government of wblob Sir Adolphe 



Caron waa a merjibor. (Hear, hear.) Bnt 
ho branded the a «»tement8 of Mr, Laurier 
and Sir Rioha Cartwright as oalumnious 
falaohooda, as statements that ' V- 

CODU) KOT BE lUFFORTED, 

and were rjot supported, (Hear, hear.) The 
allegatlr/1 had been made that the charges 
B|;;ainati Sir Adolphe Caron in relation to the 
USD uf Federal railway aubsidioB wore gar- 
bled aud mutilated. Instead of this being 
the faot Sir Charles pointed out that the 
Liberals wore tnk"n at thoir word in regard 
to tho serloua natura of the charges made, 
and ic was decided to grant an inveatigation. 
Then lb waa that Sir liiohard made hia com- 
plaint about garbled charges. Kaspcoting 
Mr. Laurier's statement that Sir Adolphe 
C^ron had admitted taking $25,000 from 
subaidles for tho purpose of uorruptiog 
electors, and would do it again. Sir Charlea 
said ho would nail that lie at onoe, and 
stated there wan not u word of truth in it. 
Ho challenged Mr. Laurier to quote the 
language of Sir Adolpho Caron, and prove 
the statement he had made. Ono of hia groat 
arguments, and he thought there was muoh 
force in it, was that if Canada was to be- 
come a groat nation, if tho Canadians wished 
ti see in the political arena and the 
councils tf the country the most brilliant 
and able men, tho ayatom of degrading and 
villifying thoao who aspired to high and ex- 
alted positions muat cease. He cited tho 
sorrowful stuto of affairs which oxiatod in 
the neighboring Republio aa a warning, but 
ho vilified as fur oa he could every public 
man who opposed the opiniona hold and ad 
vni'.ntod by him, that tho only ualvatlon for 
Canada lay in the union of the Britiah and 
American nation, which would be tho tirat 
Htep towards the absorption of tho Doniiuiou 
by the United States. Continning, ho said 
that the great question was not, as the 
Liberals seemed to think, whether Canada 
hud retrograded or progressed, bub " how 
could greater progress be made?" (Ap- 
plause ) Mr. Liurier had said that he was 
a Liberal of tho Kogiish eohool — a follower 
of I'oel. Hu ('he ppeuker) had not known 
before Mr Laurior's speech that Pool was a 
Liberal. (Laughter ) Perhaps he waa 
wrong. Hut he withed to say that no 
Liberal or Itoformor with Whom be was ac- 
quainted, or whose speeches he had road,

advocate in thia country what Pool had ad- 
vocated in '42 and '-10. (Applauao.) The 
prinoiplea advocated l)y Peel, put into exe- 
cution, meant direct taxation. In apoeohea 
in Montreal Mr. Laurior had promiaed to 
take the duty oil raw matorial.i and manu- 
factured products. In his dellehtfully vuguo 
way he had deolined to specify what raw 
materials were, and how the required rev- 
enue would be raised after freeing them and 
manufactured produota from duty. Iu ISO.'i 
Mr. Laurier and Sir Richard Cartwright 
had charged proteobion with having duped, 
plundered, robbed, and defrauded the peo- 
ple of Canada. Yet, faoe to face with the 
mannfaotnrera of Montreal, Mr. Laurier 
promised to give them better protection 
than ever before, he might have added at 
the cost of other Canadians. Ho had said : 
" l^ut it ia only in tho dim and distant future 
that tho gool will bo reached — not in your 
day ; you need not bo afraid that we will 
bother you at onco, no ; but in long, long 
stages we will threaten and destroy, all your 
inioresta, while in the mcantimo ho will 
protect you, far hotter than tho Conaerva- 
tive party ever did." They remind me of 
tho man who, having been condemned to bj 
hanged, asked for " a long day, my Lord, a 
long day," hoping to put off the time as 
long aa poaaiblo ; and so, with the manufac- 
turers of Montreal ths Liborala entered a 
plea of "a long day." (Laughter and ap- 
plause ) " We will not hang yon all at 
onco," they aaid, " bub will proceed more 
gradually to your extinction. " Continuing, 
Sir Charles said that Mr, Laurier, in refer- 
ring to tho approaching elections, which ono 
would think ho was dying for, said they 
"would como like a thlof in the night"; 
and he also said that the government of Sir 
Mackenzie Boweil represented death. Well, 
he (the speaker) agreed with him. It did 
represent death — death to tho Liberal party. 
In this respect tho Liberal party resembled 
the man, who, having expostulated with 
death for appearing at a wedding feait, re- 
ceived a promise that he would have three 
warnings ; and he had, for he went blind 
fii^t, and then he went deaf, and then lame ; 
and thon death seized him. Surely the re- 
semblance was remarkable, for everyone in 
this room know how

to the cxprcaaiona of the national spirit of 
thia country in' 1891 ; how blind they had 
been on the queation of free trade in 1891 ; 
and now, how lamo they were in their 
policy in 1S95 And ho waa not afraid to 
prophcay tliut if Sir Mackenzie Boweil wore 
only to pull tho string the Conservative 
jiarty would havo thorn whenever they 
liked. (Langhtor and cheers.) Mr. Liurier 
had aaid in Montreal that it was a atalo joke 
to aootise the Liberal party of having no 
policy. Well, he hardly thought it was a 
atalo joke, bub tho joke was rather on the 
other side, for they had had so many it was 
impossible to keop track of them. (Laugh- 
ter ) Since he had boon in parliament, that 
waa ainno IS82, thoy had had auch a divers- 
ity of platforms ttiat it waa exceedingly 
dilllcult to toll juat whore they Elood. 
'I'hoy aaid now that ihnir platform waa that 
of tho convention of 189.3. Ho could not 
udmit that ; in fact he thought that 
policy was out of date ; and to prove 
it he need only refer to tho recout utter- 
nnoea favoring the free admiaaion of raw nia- 
t'-rial. H(! would challenge any n)an in 
CiHiwlu to (ind Kuah a plank in tho 0:tuv/a 
platform of l.Sltl) Tho majority of tho oleo- 
tors of tliin c'luiitry know well that in 1S9I! 
thu Ijiboral leader had riiiscd tho lUg of free 
' rado— free trade aa thoy huvo it In Great 
iSritain. In oontradiatinction to that plack 
read hia apeeoh delivered a short time ago 
in Montreal, and they would not find in it 
one single reforonoo to froo trade on thoao 
lines. Ho firmly boliovod that, bo tho 
faulta what thoy might that thoy oould find 
in tho National Policy, until thoae gentle- 
men who Bought to guide th.o doatiniea of tho 
Dominion had laid before tho people of Can- 
ada Bomo policy more consistent than they 
hud ao fur aubmitted, either on the floor of 
tho houae or on the stump, the people would 
nob beiievo them, any more than they had 
buliovad them at the celebrated apeeoh in 
Malvern in 1887, when they had laid down a 
certain line of polioy, and had afterwards 
proved 

FALSE TO KVEHY PRINCIPLB 
propounded in that apeeoh. Ho (tho npoak- 
er) had aaid iu Victoria the other day that 
ai! aoon aa the gonerul elocliona wero over 
they would find the Liberal leader making u 
recantation of hia froo trudo principlea. And 
what; havo they f'umd ulroady but that ho 
wua now making a rocuntation, for they 
could not find in hia recent upeciOicu any 
declaration of such froo trade principles ua 
thoy hod had a right to look for. (Ap- 
plauao.)

he would Bay that the only reply that had but. their polltioal functions at Well. BuJ 
oome from the glib'tongued leader waa that ' 



expoaltion of the jugglery did not follow 
lha ohargo. Ho uaked what oould bo a 
hotter indication of the suoceasful progreas 
of tho Dominion than the queation asked by 
Sir Richard Cartwright in 1887, and the 
answer given by Mr. Laurier in Victoria in 
1891 He had waited long for tho answer, 
but had not expected to find it fail from the 
lipa of the Liberal leader. Sir Richard 
asked: " Is Confederation such a blessing 
as to bo worth a struggle to preserve ? " 
And the answer had been : " The time has 
come when the country realizes that Cana- 
dian oltizsnahip is worth living for, or dying 
for, if need be." Iho Conservative party 
believed that with their polioy they oould 
attract all young Canadians, and, indeed, 
all Canadiana worthy of the name. During 
late years there had been in Groat Britain 
mosb anxious times and moab 

E.XTIIAOKDINARY COMMERCIAL CRISES 

and in the neighboring republio a similar 
state of ofldirs, Thero had boon in that pe- 
riod deolaration after declaration from their 
opponents, and in speeches from the throne 
in the local legislatures, congratulating tho 
paople upon the prosperity and progress of 
this young Dominion. (Cheers.) And If 
any doubt were entertained with respeoti to 
the interpretation to be placed upon the 
meaning of those atatements he would take 
them to the money marketa and osntrea of 
oivilizitlon outside of this country, where 
ho would ohallongo them to find anything 
but a spirit of admirotion for Canadian 
pluok, energy and progress. (Cheers.) Theso 
wore the answers the government had to 
give to those who eald the population bad 
only inoreased in a very small degree. Ho 
would like, if time permitted, to doal with 
some cardinal prinolples of our ayatem of 
taxation. Thoir opponenta bad attri- 
buted to ib every difficulty and every 
unavoidable irregularity in our system 
of government. He said that the 
charges were falue, and that the Conserva- 
tives wore not tho only protectioniata in 
Canada, for in every period thero hud been 
a recognition of tho noccsaity for prottcting 
our indepondcnco and guarding our marketa 
from unfair compolition from abroad. He 
considered that it waa difficult for their 
opponents, ao long ua they wore afraid of 
direct taxation as practiaed in England, to 
put upon the Conaervativea tho reaponai- 
Dility for the syateni of protootion. It waa 
tho only ayatem that had been known in 
Canada, oven though ib had difTored in 
degree ab times, and it was the system 
under which they had been born, and when 
it wua said that ic was a system of corrup- 
tion tho charge was a vile Blunder. (Cheers. ) 
Continuing, Sir Charles quoted a remark of 
Cobden'a in which bo asked how could thoro 
bo a tariff for revenue that was not also a 
tariff for protection, and showed that Mr. 
Laurier had himself endorsed the same senti- 
ment. Fancy Bright or Cobden or Glad- 
stone having anything to do with theae men, 
who were afraid even to whisper the name 
of direct taxation. The ayatem of protec- 
tion waa so firmly grounded that

ohallengo ib as a whole, or oome into this 
city and aay that if ho were returned he 
would overthrow the polioy of protootion, 
the polioy which was represented by Sir 
Mackenzie Boweil. (Applause.) He had 
the plooauro of following Sir John Macdon- 
ald, of serving under and with him, and had 
the eatlafjotion of knowing somethini; of hia 
political hiatory ; bob ib was reserved for 
him that after he was dead and gone, a man 
who had been Intimate with him, who held 
a distinguithed position at the bar of tho 
province of Ontario, and therefore com- 
manded a certain amounb of attention, 
should utter contemptible slander. His op- 
ponents In public life were always ready to 
meet him face to faoe on the platform or on 
the u]or of the House of Commons, and try 
to drog him down, but it waa left for Daltoo 
McCarthy to utter the meaneat and moat 
contemptible alander agalnat a man 
whose memory the oommunitlea were 
vising with one another to ahow respect to. 
It was Mr. McCarthy who had said of Sir 
John Maodonald, after the tatter's death, 
that he was a fraud before the people of the 
country, that he had nover believed in the 
National Polioy, and only held by it as a 
means of keeping in power. Ho thanked 
God that the record of Sir John Macdonald 
was

of Mr. Dallon McCarthy's charges. Revert 
ing again to the tariff, the speaker said that 
the tariff of 18''/(i had boon duo to tho state 
of things which had confronted us in the 
United Statna ; It waa equal, under the thon 
existing citcumstances, to that which now 
cxiatod, and under it the country had pros 
pored. Mr. Gilmour, at Ottawa, at the 
convontiou to which Mr. Laurier had bo 
often alluded, had given away their stand 
when he aald that he had seen a good many 
free traders, but in every iaatanoa their aim 
had seemed to be how not to get it. Tho 
argument DBed hy Alexander .- Maoken- 
zio had been that they needed twenty- 
four milliona, and that they oould not 
get it if they were to increase the tariff — In 
other words, that an increased tariff would 
atop tho importa, and they would not) be 
able to raiao tho neoaasary revenue. Could 
they trust iheae men i Thoy muat remember 
that when thoy had advocated reciprocity 
at tho last election, thoy had said it vi'aa tho 
only poBslhlo untitlieeia to protection, and 
that tho only way to get rid of protection 
was by continental free trade. Mr. Laurier 
waa on rrcord on that point, and in tho 
house In KS88 ho hud ropoatod that tho bo- 
hilion of tho problem lay In trade to tho 
aouth, although ho fully appreciated how 
auch a stutomont would b.- rtgttrded in 
ICiigland. Hia lucoijaiatoncy hud been 
again notiooablo in tho French treaty, when 
ho hud spoken ogainot It in the atrongcst 
toriiia, aud then voted for It. In 1891 it 
was oontinontal froo trade, and uow in 1895 
thoy wero faoo to faoe with r tarifiF that bo 
man in the audience could define. (Con- 
tinued applause ) 

llANITOl'.A .SCHOOL (,>IIEST10N. 

Sir Charles proceeded to doal with tho 
allegation that tho govorument did not 
know their own niinda on tho Manitoba 
achool queation, or dared not avow what 
thoir o|)iniuu waa. Ho wished thom to lo- 
member that tho present govorninont, like 
the government of Sir John Thompson, fully 
ODunting tho coat, had reaolvod long ugo, 
and atlll intended to maintain, that tho 
conatitution imposed upon thom a judicial 
duly. Thoy would aink tho politician in 
tho judge, and would not for tho purpoao of 
currying favor or gainintt votoa forgot that 
while they occupied that poaition it would 
bo moat indecent for thom to endeavor to 
nacorlain tho public mind, or to diaousa tho 
(juoslion from a political platform. While 
some In this country were induced to resort 
to a most iujuriouB courao, either for one 
side or the other, and to advocate extreme 
viowa— ultra Protestant views on ono 
aide und ultra CathoUo ylewa on the 
other — and to talk about the effect of 
those viowa, tho audience know that to 
tho ororlit of the Conaervative party, not 
oonaldoring whethei' they loab support or 
not, thoy stnok to their duty, and if the 
term was approved of, romainod dumb. Bub 
they counted the cost, and know that they 
must faoe tho people of the country nob only 
in regard to the diaoharge of their judicial

Motion to Appoint a Plnmbing In- 
Bpeotor Laid Over-Expensive 
OoraTYOod. 

In the Bb«8noB of Mayor Teaguo Aid 
Humphrey took tho ohair at the olty oounoll 
meeting last nifiht, all the other members of 
the board being present. 

The Vlotorla Trades and Li»bor GounoH 
asked that all pablio work* and Improve 
ments undertaken by tho olty bo done by 
day^s work iiutead. of by oontraot. Laid on 
the table, a oopy to bo furnished each com 
cait^ico. 

C, C. Rev^na wrote in regard to tho city 
parohasiDgCrom G. W. Anderson part of 
eeoblons 4S and 47 ab Elk lake, on which 
(arm the writer waa a tenant, olalmini; that 
the offer bo him of Sl,'000 oompensatlon is 
not au£Baieot. He ooniidered $2,000 waa 
(o^ enoush. 

Au>. WiOJJAids, while moving that tho 
letter be referred to the Water Commis- 
sioner, held that Mr, Revens had nob been 
treated rightly. He had nob been oflered 
enough 

The motion wiiR carried. 

Kdnrd A Smith's n (luoat to be allowed to 
use Wharl street from Urou^jhton to Drake's 
coal ( llico, and also a part of Government 
Btrcet, v.'us referred to the street oommittee 
to report. 

D. Cartmel reported aa follows : 

Victoria, IHth Feb., lS9,j 
To III' Wortlii/ifiil the Mayor and Couiiril 
(if (hi Cily <ij Victoria : 

Gi;nti.kmkn : — In oomplianoo with your 
InsireetuiDa, trmiemittod to mo through tho 
ulfccriu liyht committee, I have the honor 
to inform you that I have made a eareful 
survey of tho now electric light lighting 
plant and beg to report as followa : — 

I went Oirefully through tho William 
Hamilton Bpeoiliciiiona and contract and 
compared tho nuvchinery with them ; I also 
exan)ined the workmuubhip, having some 
porliona removed fjr that purpose ; and am 
ple»B(d to say that 1 found every part of it 
fully in accordance with their contract ; and 
tho materials and workmanahip of a satis- 
factory description. Owiof;, liowever, to 
the delaya to which they have been eubject- 
ed, and alterations in tho position of tho 
Various portions of tho engine, they have 
been aomowhat Immpored in tho completion 
of lhair work, and put to a conaidorable 
amount tf unnooeaeary cxpcneo. It is under- 
stood that tho above alterations wcro ap- 
proved by the late council; and the only 
ondaaion I could Bee is in not clothing the 
tops of tho boilers, steam druma, iVo , with a 
nonconductiDg matoriai. 

Tho chimney is of suflioicnt size and 
height, being tho combined area of the 
whole of the tubes of the four boilers. 

There are more boilers than necessary. 
With fairly good coal and stoking two of 
these boilers will supply ail the steam 
the gprcsont engine could consume, and 
If any spare boilera are neoesaary, one would 
be ample for all purposes, 

There are two "steam drams," the object 
for whioh does nob appear, as their only 
possible use is to act as radiators, tending 
to reduce the ateam preasure and waate 
coal, 

Tho brickwork for the boilers, all the 
mountinga, the safety valvei, atop valvoa, 
piping, feed pump, etc., are good and suit- 
able for the work intended. 

I examined tho engine carefully, and al- 
though there are others more economical, 
this is well designed In its detaila. I went 
through the necessary calculations to deter- 
mine its power, and assuming that it cuta 
off at one-fonrth, tho stroke will expand the 
ateam 13 8 times, the terminal pressure be- 
ing 10 pouoda abaoluto. When referred to 
the low preasure cylinder tho mean preasure 
will bo H.'i pounda per square inch, and run- 
nina at 200 revolutions, will develop the 
full .300 bone power required. 
- Tho William Hamilton tender apocifiea a 
vertical feed heater, bat a horizontal one 
has be?D agbltltqt^clt lb bt» been pl^'^nd 
bstwiSn thd IbW priSBure cylinder and the 
condenaer and iu utility is doubtful. It 
cannot heat the feed water to a higher tem- 
perature than 120 degrees, otherwise it 
would vitiate the vacntim, and oannob effect 
a saving more than 5 per cent. 

Tho eduction pipe is ;i3 feet long (includ- 
ing the heater), and being 10 inchea in di- 
ameter has a volume mora than throe times 
that of tho low preasure cylinder, which in 
a ijuick running engine is highly detri 
mental. 

As regards tho condenser : >Soa water 
contains, at tho atmoaphorio pressure, one- 
twentieth of its volume of air, 
which when it is admitted into 
tho condenser immediately expands, in ac 
cnrdanco with the vacuum and temperature, 
which at ll.'0° will bo 7i times. This air, 
in addition to that whioh has paaaod over 
from the boiler with the steam, as well as 
tho condensing water and the condensed 
steam. It Is the duty of tho air pump to re- 
move. The amount of condenaing water 
used varlea with the temperature, and In 
this climate may be taken at 20 timea the 
weight of steam condensed. If we assume 
that the engine consumes 18 pounds of 
water (or steam) per indicated horse power 
per hour, tho total amount of combined 
steam and water tho air pump will have to 
remove is '258 gallons per minute. The air 
pumps being horizontal, double-acting and 
duplex, will have a theoretical capacity of 
(i.8 gallons per stroke ; but aa tho cflloiency 
of an air pump of this description is never 
more than one half, and the maximum num- 
ber of strokes ought not to exceed 50, tho 
groateal number of gallons removed will bo 
170. This is two-thirds tho capacity it 
ought to have if of tho highest tilioiency, 
and one-half tho capacity of the ono that 
ought to have been supplied. Hut owing to 
the rise and fall of tide and other considera- 
tions a Burfaco oondonsor ought to have been 
supplied and placed near tfie low preasure 
cylinder withrut any obstruction In tho 
jiipo. Then, if tho water taken from the 
condenser were passed through an "econo- 
mizar " placed in the uptake, the tempora- 
turo could bo raised to (say) 280 ° , and a 
saving of 2,') per cent, in fuel bo clTcoted. 
The spcciiication oalla for pumps with a 
capacity of 1 1 gallons of water par indicated 
horse power of the engine per minute, and 
if tho above air pumpa were only intended 
to pump water they would, at 100 strokes, 
exceed that quantity by one half. The In- 
jeotion pipe, being immersed in and full of 
eea water, ought to be of oasb iron inatcud of 
thQatoam-pipicg in use. as it will "pit" 
into holes and require renewing In a very 
abort time. 

There is no drainage to the ooDdenser 
pit, and as this la an absolnte necessity, it 
ought to be attended to as early as poa- 
alblo. 

I have made an examination of tho line 
ahafting, pulleys, etc., bub aa they are at 
preaonb iu tho street I have been unable to 
examine the shaft as minutely as I conld 



wiah, and requeat permisaion to def' jjjjg 
part of tho report till. Thursday agxb, I 
have been unable to procure th ^ original 
specification, but obtained a co' ^„ j^^^jj ^^^^ 
Albion Iron Worka, which " ^ hereto ap- 
I pended. i. 
All of whioh ia respectful' ,y submitted. 

D. Cautmel. 
Ald. M,\cmillan 00- j,n,an(io(j tho report 
aa a very thorough ' and one that Mr. 
Cartmel would bo ab ,g ^„ defend. He would 
like Mr. Cartmel < ^ report on the depth of 
the aondacser i ,it, us he (Aid. Maomlllan) 
was afraid tb j" bottom was bslow sea level 
and could nr^t be drained. 

Tho ropfyrb waa laid on tho table. 
Chief jDeaey of tho lire department re- 
ported reoommondiug tho purchase of a 
horse to replace a sick ono, and advised 
that more aooommodation bo made for tho 
department, as No. 1 hall wan overcrowded 
aad tho market building was noti a lit place 
for the men. Referred to fire wardens to 
report at next meeting. 

Mrs M J. Maouaughton held the connell'a 
oflfar of §20 was not enough for her hus- 
band'a claim for street grading, and threat- 
ened to get out an injunotion unless the 
whole oluim of $65 were paid. Laid on tho 
table till the atroob committee reported. 

The City Jinglneor reported a list of the 
property owners on Cruigfiower road and 
BuBsel street whose fencea cnoroaobed on 
the atreota, with the amount ib would take 
to move back tho fencea. The whole amount- 
ed to about $100. It waa decided to carry 
out tho widening, u report from tho streets 
oommittee recommending tho work. 

C. H. Sllukelb reported that ho had 
done all ho could at the electric light station 
till the line shafting was up. If it were not 
in place by Thursday he could not have the 
lighting aa soon as was expected. Referred 
to eleotrlo light oommittee. 

The caretaker of Ross Bay cemetery 
called attention to the few remaining lots iu 
tho cemetery. He also asked for bis salary 
to be raised to $75. Referred to cemetery 
committee to report. 

Tenders for tho removal of the olty gar- 
bago were opened as follows :

Tho amount for towing the garbage to aea 
by her would coat aboub $200 a month if tho 
city owned her. 

ywinorton ,t Oddy tendered at $1.3 per 
day and the ubo of thoir tug when nob buay. 

M. Hare tendered for $12 per day, but 
woa unable to put up the §500 forfeit. He 
proposed that tho amount should bo held 
back if hia tender waa successful. 

C. Burns tendered for $1.3 15 per day for 
eighteen months. 

Ar.i). Williams asked tho chair to notice 
that the tenders were not much more than 
half tho present contract. That waa tho 
ctreot of calling for tendera. 

It was decided to call a meeting to-day 
(Tuesday) ut 3 o'clock to consider the ten- 
dors, 

H. F, W. Behnsen and others, re Trounce 
avenue, wrote that they were anxious that 
the olty ahould undertake the cleaning of 
Trounoo avenue. Referred to street com- 
mittee to report. 

Two petitions from residents to tho east 
of Moss street, including ,Sprlng Ridge, 
aeked for a fire station in that part of the 
olty. One petition suggested Cadboro Bay 
road, eaat of Fetnwood, aa the beat site ; 
tho other wanted the station abthe oomer of 
Chatham street and Fernwood road. 

Referred to fire wardens to report. Aid, 
Bragg stating the wardens were nob unmind- 
ful of the need. 

C. C. McGrogor and others asked for a 
policeman for the Oak Bay district. 
Referred to police commiaaionera. 
The finance oommittee's report Biking for 
$28-1 80 from ordinary revonoa and $270 
from electric light fund waa adopted, aa alau 
a requisition from tho sobool trustees for 
$395. 

The olcotric light committee's report that 
Mr. Cartmel had boon appointed to inapeot 
the electric light plant and that Mr. Mc- 
Mioking had been reqneated to report as to 
the pole and line work with a view to find- 
ing out how much it would ooat to oom- 
plete, was adopted. 

The Old Men'a Home committee reported 
on tho wood cutting bills referred to them 
at last meeting, that two men, Jones and 
Duncan, had worked five daya at $2 per day 
and out 'A corda and 8 cubic feet ; then W. 
G, Eden and A Marlon at $2 a day for 7i 
days out 5 corda 4 cubic feet, or about 9 
cords for the four men. Jonea and Duncan 
had been paid $20, and there waa due the 
other two men $30. To this maab be added 
one half the ooat of hauling from the beach, 
bringing up a total of $63 60, or %1 a oord. 
The report ssya : '* Yoor oommittee do not 
so much blame the men who cub and hauled 
tho wood for tbia exorbitant coat as the 
poor judgment and bad management on the 
part of those who reproeented the corpora- 
tion (last year) in tho matter. Wo would 
therefore recommend that Eden t^; Marion 
be paid tho aum claimed, and that in future 
all wood rKjuircd for the use of tho homo 
bo four-foot wood, delivered ub tho homo at 
a price per cord to be fixed by competition. 
Report adopted. 

Tho Boweruge committoe reported tho 
Johnson street ravine In an unsanitary con- 
dition, and ri conimeuded that tho sanitary 
inepootor riiako a report, and that tho city 
barriatora bo asked to ascertain, if poaaible, 
the city's powers \,o make tho property 
owners do away with tho trouble. Adopted. 

The aanitary inapcotor was instructed to 
inquire Into a complaint about drains on 
Carr, Young, Toronto and Avalon streets. 

Tho sewerage committee recommended the 
oppolntmcut of a conpetenb plumbing in- 
spector by the city bo be furnished with 
proper appliances to make either water or 
amoke teats. 

Ald, Paiitridok moved to advertlno for 
an inapeotor. 

Ai.i). WiLHo.N said that Mr. Parr, aasiat- 
ant city onginoor, was capable of attending 
to the work. 

Ai i>. Mac.millan hold tho appoinlmcnb 
waa un important ono, as the city's houlti', 
waa concerned. A practical man aooua- 
tomed to plumbing was needed. He moved 
that tho salary bo $125 per month. 

Ai.ii. Camki'.o.n did not think Mr. Parr 
could properly attend to hia preaont duties 
and the inspection work also. 

Al.n. Wii.LiAMK counselled waiting till 
tho estimates came down, and said he would 
move in amendment to lay tho report over. 

Ai.i). Bhaoo thought that with such a 
onlary as waa proponed tho inspector ahould 
do more work than just inspect plumbing. 

Ami. Mac.millan was of opinion that tho 
M'ork would not bo a soft snap. 

ALU. MoLellan stated that lb would bo 
well before taking action to wait till ib waa 
known how much money the olty had. 

Ald. Pabtbidok explained that the 
sewerage by-la^ called for an inspector ; 
now was the time an inspector was needed 
and not after the sewer connections had all 
been completed, 
Tho report was finally tabled. 
Ald liuAoa's motion that the crematory 
fund of $10,000 be used for eleotrio light Im- 
provomenta waa carried. 

Ai.D. Williams then moved his resolu- 
tion, already published, that tho council 
should meet on Thureday evenings during 
tho next four montha to advance important 
public worka euch aa ulootric lighting, atreob 
paving, aeweraf^e, water and railway ques- 
tions. He pointed ont how necessary lb was 



to gob tho work nnder way aa quickly aa 
poaaible. 

ALD. Rragq supported the motion, as he 
would like to see the workingmen got em- 
ployment. Referring to the sewerago in- 
spection, he considered the proposed salary 
of S125 too high. 

Ald, Pabtbidok wanted to. know how it 
was that ever sinoe his boyliood's days every 
time he saw a chance to elevate the work- 
mau, another workman came forward to atop 
it. It made him ?' wild" "to hear Aid. 
Bragg talk. 

Alter some diaouasion the ohalr took the 
view of Aid. McLellan that the motion waa 
out of order, the mode of oalllog meetlnga 
being already settled by by-law. 

Ald. Williams differed, bub agreed to 
let the matter lie over. 

Ald. William.s wanted to know how 
long tho filter plans were going to remain In 
tbe Eaat, Already the olty would owo the 
experta some $1,600. Ho auggeetod that a 
wire bo sent to Toronto asklug if ib was nob 
time that the plans were sent back, 
(Laughter,) 

The matter dropped after some discus- 
eion. 

Ald. Pahtridok moved, aoconded by 
Aid. Wilson, that uU lotbors, spoolfications 
and plana of the electric light extonnion bo 
presented to tho council, and that a mooting 
be called to consider them. Ho wanted to 
see upon what tho money had been spent. 
Carried. 

Ald. Willia.m.s, alluding to Dr. Richard- 
son's report to tho hospital board, claimed 
that tho Dominion government should pay 
for all tho iiiok Indians sent there from the 
reaorvo. As to the Old Men's Home, the 
city ahould have a right to send the inmates 
as patients to the hoapltal when they were 
aick. 

Ald. Wilso.v explained that while snob 
might be the case, the hospital oould not be 
expected to receivo such patients unless a 
propei certificate from a niodioal man waa 
sent. 

Tho council adjourned ut half-paat ton. 
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After Becess. 

Mk. Hunter, the honae proceeding 
with the coualderatlon of the Vancouver 
charter amendment bill, moved to add to 
Bub-aeotion (6) of section 16 : "(e) Provid- 
ed, however, that the council may enter in- 
to tho lighting of the public atreets with 
electric light at any time, upon their first 
acquiring the boilen, engines, dynamoa, 
poles, wirea and all other arc lighting plant 
then being utilized In tho lighting of tho 
atreets by any company incorporated 
and carrying on their business within 
tho limits of the city ; the price to be 
paid for such plant and tho preliminary 
stops to bo taken for the ac(iuiring of auch 
aro to be the same as hereinbefore provid 
ed." Agreed to on division. 

Further consideration of report deferred 
Tho Now Westminster act amendment 
bill again stood over at the request of Mr. 
Kennedy, though a warning voice said, "It 
will get killed." 

SUNDAY OBSBBVAKOE, 

The houae went into committee on the 
Sunday observanoe bill, Mr. Graham in the 
ohair. 

Mr Kennedy submitted the new draft of 
aection 2 which ho had made, at the sugges- 
tion of tho house. Ib provided against ex- 
posing goods lor sale or tho oiorciae of 
worldly labor, with aevoral exemptiona, In- 
cluding the sale of druge and medicines, the 
carriage of mails and travollere, furnishing 
meals in restaurants and hotels, supplying 
boats and carriages for travellers, Sunday 
morning nowepapoia, tram cara "and other 
works of necessity and charity." 

Major Mdtter suggested that the act 
should be put upon trial in the olty of 
Woatmlnater, being passed aa applicable to 
that place only for the preaent. 

Dr. Walkem obaervod that anyone who 
would try to foroe down tho throats of 
membera auob doctrines aa those of this 
Sunday bill, must bo off hia baae. 

Mr Kk.n.nkdy denied that be wiahed to 
force anything down tho hon, membor'a 
throat, and asked tho houae to say whether 
he or the member for South Nanaimo is 
further off bis baao. 

Dr Walkem said that was for a phyei- 
oian, nob laymen, to decide. He moved 
that the committee rise and report pro- 
gress. 

Motion agreed to. 

UOMESTt:AI) ACT, 

The house went Into committee on the 
homestead act amendment bill (Dr. 
Walkem) with Mr. Rogers in tho ohalr. 

Mr. Shitb reviewed tho provisions of the 
bill, holding them to be oontrudiotory and 
unworkable; and he therefore moved that 
tho committee rise. 

Mr. Cotton described the list of animals 
included in the exceptions as "like one of 
tho chapters in Oeneals where the animals 
went Into tho ark." 

Tho motion to rise was lost ; and coneld- 
erablo diacuBBion followed, the oommittee 
finally reporting progress.
